
FAST TRAINS 
AT LAST FOR 
OUR TOWN? 


MAIDSTONE could be on 
track for a high-speed rail 
service linking the town 
to London next year. 

Staff working on Southeastern’s 
high-speed train, that currently miss¬ 
es Maidstone, have told passengers 
the county town will be served from 
next year. 

But there is no official confirmation 
of the plans from the operators. It is 
understood the new service would 
come into effect in May, when timeta¬ 
bles are to be changed. 

The new high-speed trains woulrun 
from Maidstone West Station up to 
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Strood, to join the north Kent line for 
Ebbsfleet and Stratford before termi¬ 
nating at London’s St Pancras. 

Commuters in Maidstone who take 
more than an hour to get to London 
lost out a year ago to Ashford, which is 
now just 35 minutes from London 
aboard HS1. 

Maidstone borough councilor 
Stephen Beerling said: “When I think 
what it could bring I don’t even know 
where to start. But first the huge 


bonus it would bring for commuters. 
We are without doubt a commuter 
town and a cut in journey times would 
be great. 

“Then there are the financial pluses, 
more visitors mean more money com¬ 
ing in. Even property prices would 
benefit as they would go up as the 
town becomes a more desirable place 
to live in.” 

Southeastern confirmed the high¬ 
speed Javelin service can run on any 
lines and say the network’s timetable 
will be modified in May. 

“We are always looking at ways to 
make travel by train more convenient 
and easier for passengers,” said a

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KCC sorry for 
failing children 
under its care

A DAMNING verdict on 
County Hall’s care of vul¬ 
nerable children has 
prompted an apology from 
KCC leader Paul Carter. 

The authority was rated inade¬ 
quate for its safeguarding and 
looked-after children services, fol¬ 
lowing a two-week Ofsted inspec¬ 
tion last month. 

Areas of concern to the inspectors 
include the management and 
supervision of services, low educa¬ 
tional attainment of looked-after 
children, a high number of cases not 
receiving quality assessments, and 
social workers with high case loads. 

Cllr Carter said: “We fully accept 
the findings of the report, and 
where we have fallen short, we offer 
our sincere apologies. 

“All agencies are completely 
focused in putting right the short¬ 
comings and weaknesses that have 
been identified. 

‘We would like to reassure every¬ 
one that the areas identified for 
immediate improvement by Ofsted 
are already being addressed. 

‘We will provide regular updates 
on our progress so people can see 
what is being done.” 

KCC admitted it was struggling 
to cope with an increased number of 
referrals, which average about 
2,000 a month. 

Rosalind Turner, managing direc¬ 
tor of the council’s children, families 
and education department, said: 
“KCC and its partners fully recog¬ 
nise the pressures on the service 
and regret very much that some 
vulnerable children and families 
are not receiving the quality and 
timely response they deserve. 

“We are undertaking a major 
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improvement programme with 
external scrutiny and support” 

The inspection was carried out 
two months after the watchdog 
warned that children were at risk 
from inadequate and late assess¬ 
ments by KCC’s social services. 

The report also highlights con¬ 
cerns about access to child and ado¬ 
lescent mental health services, a 
high number of “inappropriate” 
referrals from other agencies, and 
insufficient use of early interven¬ 
tion support in the community. 

A joint statement by NHS 
Eastern and Coastal Kent and NHS 
West Kent read: “While we 
acknowledge the seriousness of this 
report, we feel the feedback will 
help us continue to focus our efforts. 

“The two primary care trusts in 
Kent are addressing the concerns 
raised in the report as a matter of 
urgency, and are working closely 
with our acute hospitals, communi¬ 
ty services, mental health providers 
and GPs to continue to improve the 
quality of safeguarding in Kent.” 


Celebrations land 
brothers in court 

BROTHERS Michael and Stephen 
Shave found themselves in front of 
magistrates after scuffling with cops 
in Maidstone town centre. 

The pair, from Benover Road, 
Yalding, got drunk celebrating 
Stephen’s new job and started swear¬ 
ing loudly outside a bar. 

When police told them to quieten 
down, they became more aggressive, 
Maidstone Magistrates were told. 

Michael, 21, admitted being drunk 
and obstructing police, while his 24- 
year-old brother admitted being 
drunk and assaulting a police officer. 

Jenny Yale, prosecuting, said two 
officers were on patrol in King Street 
when they saw two men swearing at 
a passer-by. 

Arrested 

She said: “They told them to stop. 
They looked extremely drunk and 
smelt of alcohol. Stephen Shave 
swore at the officers and they told the 
pair to leave immediately. 

“Stephen Shave shouted: 'Nick me 
if you dare.’ He was told he was being 
arrested and fell to the floor. He said: 
You ain’t nicking me’ and as his 
brother tried to pull another officer 
away, Stephen punched the officer in 
the chest.” 

Fiona Green, defending, said: 
“Neither of my clients have been in 
trouble with the police before. They 
had been in the Bar Babylon for four 
hours and were waiting for a taxi to 
take them home. This was out of 
character.” 

Michael was fined a total of £134 
and ordered to pay £15 victim sur¬ 
charge plus £43 costs. His brother was 
given a six-month conditional dis¬ 
charge for the assault, fined £83 with 
a victim surcharge and £43 costs. 

Community service 
for teenage lead thief 

SHOPLIFTER James Edward 
McAuliffe has been ordered to carry 
out 100 hours community service 
after stealing lead from a Maidstone 
shop. 

The 18-year-old, of Maidstone 
Road, Maidstone, took the metal on 
Friday, October 15. 

McAuliffe pleaded guilty to theft 
and was sentenced at Mid Kent 
Magistrates Court on Monday, 
November 15. He was ordered to pay 
£85 costs and receive an £85 benefit 
deduction. 


Keep it decent, police wain 


MORE than 100 voyeurs, flashers 
and care-free canoodlers have been 
arrested in the last three years, new 
figures have revealed. 

The shocking statistic shows that 
Kent Police officers made 108 arrests 
for public indecency offences in 
Medway and Maidstone since 
October, 2007. 

Arrests of this nature cover a num¬ 
ber of illegal activities, such as uri¬ 
nating in public to engaging in a sex¬ 
ual act in a public place. 

The figures were released to this 
paper following a Freedom of 
Information request. 

Medway leads the way in public 
indecency arrests, with 61 being 
made during the three-year period, 
14 more than Maidstone’s 47. 

Both areas recorded year-on-year 
rises from 2008 to 2009, with 


Medway’s figures jumping from 19 
arrests to 26 and Maidstone’s rising 
from 15 to 20. 

However, this year to date has seen 
a reduction in arrests, with just a 
dozen being made in Maidstone and 
14 in Medway. 

Medway Police warned members of 
the public of the potential outcomes 
of committing these sorts of crimes. 

Chief Inspector Peter de Lozey 
said: “Fortunately incidents of this 
nature are very rare across Medway, 
and the figures highlight that fact. 

“If people are seen to be exposing 
themselves in public then they are 
likely to be arrested, and could end 
up with a criminal record. 

“On some occasions, people may be 
doing it for a bit of fim, and on other 
occasions people may set out to cause 
alarm or distress to others. However, 


whatever the intentions behind expo¬ 
sures, they can leave members of the 
public upset or even traumatised.” 

“All offences of this nature are 
taken seriously, and anyone witness¬ 
ing any form of exposure should con¬ 
tact police immediately.” 

Chief Inspector Robbie Graham, 
Borough Commander for Maidstone 
added: “Incidents of public indecency 
and exposure are very rare in 
Maidstone. This highlights good 
management of the town’s night¬ 
time economy and that police are 
unwilling to tolerate such incidents. 

“I would warn individuals consider¬ 
ing carrying out acts of public inde¬ 
cency to think again. They could 
result in arrest and a permanent 
criminal record. If anyone witnesses 
an act of public indecency I would 
urge them to report it.” 
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No charges for sniper in 
'friendly fire' tragedy 


A BRITISH army sniper who 
gunned down a Maidstone- 
born soldier will not face any 
charges over the tragic friend¬ 
ly fire killing, it has been 
revealed. 

Lance Corporal Michael Pritchard 
was shot in Afghanistan in December 
last year, while manning an observation 
post. 

The young soldier, of the 4th 
Regiment Royal Military Police, was 
just 22. 

A report into LCpl Pritchard’s death 
revealed that the sniper had held his 
target in his sights for more than an 
hour before opening fire. 

The blunder has been blamed on 
problematic radio equipment, while the 
use of night-vision goggles and the stan¬ 
dard of LCpl Pritchard’s body armour 
have also been questioned. 

The soldier’s mother, Helen Perry, said 
she wanted further investigations to be 
carried out. 

“I am bitter and angry,” she told a 
national newspaper. “I want to see 
somebody held accountable for my son’s 
death, not because I want to see some¬ 
body punished but because I want the 
truth to come out.” 

The Service Prosecuting Authority 
ruled that the sniper should not be pros¬ 
ecuted as he was allowed to open fire if 
he believed that his life was in danger. 

His commanding officer also dodged

prosecution as he did not owe a duty of 
care to Pritchard, who was not under 
his control. 

Mrs Perry told The Guardian: “The 
commanding officer has rights, the 
sniper has rights, but what about my 
son’s rights?” 

Distraught family members and LCpl 
Pritchard’s comrades issued tributes to 
him shortly after his death in Helmand 
Province last year. 

The family’s statement read: 'With 
great sadness, we say goodbye to our 
beloved son, a lover of life who has lived 
life to the full and has brought great joy 
to all those lucky enough to know him. 

“A light that shines brightly, our pre¬ 
cious son, brother, grandson, boyfriend 
and special friend to all, we are very 
proud of you in all that you have done 
and achieved, and you will always be in 
our hearts, now and ever more. 

“God bless our darling boy, from all of 
your family and friends.” 

Lieutenant Colonel Debbie Poneskis, 
commanding officer, added: “He was a 
professional and robust soldier, and one 
who was both physically and morally 
courageous. 

“A cheeky chap, whose laughter was 
infectious, and whose sincerity and gen¬ 
erous spirit touched the lives of many, 
Lance Corporal Pritchard made us 
smile every day and we will miss him 
very much.”

Driver on phone

KRESTABS Lore thought he was safe to 
drive hours after a mammoth drinking 
session but he was over the limit. 

Lore, 24, a Latvian living in Barton 
Road, Maidstone, was spotted using his 
mobile phone while driving down Blue 
Bell Hill on October 30. 

Jenny Yale, prosecuting at Maidstone 
Magistrates Court said traffic cops 
stopped his Volvo and found he was just 
over the drink-drive limit. 

He admitted drink-driving and using 
his mobile phone while driving. 

Harveen Philpott, defending, said: “He 
stopped drinking vodka seven hours pre¬ 
viously, but failed to appreciate that the 
alcohol hadn’t left his system.” 

Lore was banned from driving for a 
year and fined £200 for drinking driving. 
For the mobile phone offence he was 
fined £67, had his licence endorsed and 
was ordered to pay £15 victim surcharge 
plus £85 costs. 

Drunk sorry for 
urinating in road 

AMAZED officers saw Piortr Ostrovski 
urinating feet from speeding traffic on 
Maidstone’s busiest road, the town's 
magistrates were told. 

Ostrovski, 25 was spotted on Royal 
Engineers Road by a passing patrol on 
November 1. He admitted being drunk 
and disorderly. 

Jenny Yale, prosecuting, said: “Mr 
Ostrovski was seen urinating in a bush. 
When challenged he continued to uri¬ 
nate in his trousers. He was arrested for 
being drunk.” 

Ostrovoski, of Boxley Road, Maidstone, 
said: “I was drunk and I pissed on the 
road. I’m very sorry.” 

He was given a conditional discharge 
for nine months.

spokeswoman for the rail operator. 

It is possible that a train to and 
from London and Faversham 
would be removed to make way for 
the Maidstone train, with the last 
service timed to arrive in Kent’s 
county town at about midnight. 

Some high-speed trains have also 
been cut in length, as not as many 
passengers as previously expected 
were using them. 

A Southeastern spokesman con¬ 
firmed that 18 high-speed car¬ 
riages had been removed to fit in 
with the number of people using 
the service. 

He said: “We constantly monitor 
our services and see what the level 
of demand is. We decide on the size 
of the trains according to what is 
required. 

“The longer the train, the more 
electricity it uses to run it. It makes 
neither financial sense nor envi¬ 
ronmental sense to use a train that 
has too much capacity.” 

He said that axed services might 
be restored in a few months. 

‘We are only four months into the 
service and it actually takes about 
three years to see the real benefits 
of a timetable,” he added. 


THE quick thinking of a Maidstone 
PCSO have led to calls for residents 
to learn vital life-saving procedures. 

Dave Rowley, 55, leaped to his 
wife’s rescue when he performed 
CPR after she suffered a cardiac 
arrest in their home. 

He was assisted by fellow PCSO 
and neighbour Martin Allan. 

Their brave work allowed para¬ 
medics to resuscitate 54-year-old 
Jackie Rowley, before she was 
rushed to hospital. 

After witnessing the events, 
Medway paramedic Simon Trafford 
said he believed the skills displayed 
by Mr Rowley could benefit every¬ 
one. 

He said: “From my experience, I 
can say that it is not very common 
for a person to survive an out-of-hos- 
pital cardiac arrest. It is thanks to 
the good work which was carried out 
by Dave and his neighbour before we 
arrived that we were able to get such 
a positive outcome. 

“This case highlights how impor¬ 
tant early CPR is in ensuring that a 
person in cardiac arrest survives, 
and I would urge everyone to consid¬ 
er getting the training, as you never 
know when it may be required.” 

The couple, from Sittingboume, 
were spending a quiet evening at 


home together when Mrs Rowley 
suffered the arrest on Tuesday, July 
13. 

Mr Rowley was about to head 
upstairs for a shower when he 
noticed his partner staring blankly 
into space. 

After attempting to bring her 
round, he called the emergency serv¬ 
ices who advised him to begin CPR 
immediately. 

The Maidstone PCSO said: “As you 
can imagine, I was very upset and 
found it very difficult, but then I 
remember our neighbour Martin 
urging me to remember my training. 
I started to do CPR and after a while 
Martin took over until the ambu¬ 
lance staff arrived.” 

Mrs Rowley has no memory of the 
incident but is thankful for the brave 
work that saved her life. 

She said: “I appreciate just how 
lucky I am to be here today. Not 
many people survive out-of-hospital 
cardiac arrest. I just want to say 
thanks to everyone who was 
involved in treating me - ambu¬ 
lance, nurses and doctors. It is just a 
small thing to say ‘thank you’ but 
what else I can I do.” 

She has subsequently being fitted 
with a defibrillator and is now mak¬ 
ing a very good recovery.

Five-year pet 
ban for owner 
of starving dog 


A CRUEL dog owner who allowed 
his Lurcher to become so mal¬ 
nourished and thin he could hard¬ 
ly stand up has been banned from 
keeping animals for five years. 

Bradley Fossett, of Lavender Walk, East 
Mailing, allowed the young pup - renamed 
Henry - to waste away to just 6kg. 

Henry was so thin that his ribs were clear¬ 
ly visible - yet Fossett took no action. 

Horrified animal welfare inspector Andrew 
Kirby said Henry was the thinnest dog he 
had ever seen in 15 years of working for the 
RSPCA. 

Fossett admitted two charges of causing 
unnecessary suffering and was sentenced at 
Maidstone Crown Court. 

He was banned from owning any animals, 
ordered to carry out 60 hours unpaid work 
and repay the full £4,456 costs of the case. 

The court heard how Fossett took the 
young Lurcher cross to the vet in December, 
2009, for treatment for an ear infection. 

However, he soon stopped applying the 
medication. 

The RSPCA was called to Fossett’s address 
in April after a member of the public report- 
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ed seeing a thin dog through the window. 

Insp Kirby said: “He was very emaciated 
with a nasty neglected ear infection which 
made him uncoordinated and unbalanced. 

“He was trying to lick the remains of some 
powder from a hot chocolate bottle.” 

Henry, who was between seven and 10 
months old, quickly gained weight. When he 
was taken from Lavender Walk he weighed 6 
kg, but after two weeks of proper feeding he 
had doubled his weight to 12kg. He now 
weighs 17kg. 

He was given intensive treatment for his 
ear infection which has now cleared up, but 
he has lost his hearing. 

Insp Kirby added: “Henry is a lovely affec¬ 
tionate dog and now he is back to full health 
he would make a great pet for somebody. 

“He will have to be taught basic commands 
using hand signals, and would suit a family 
with older children. He has been neutered 
and micro-chipped, and he seems to love 
other dogs.”

Warning after fires start in kitchens 


TWO kitchen blazes broke out within 
hours of one another, prompting firefight¬ 
ers to issue safety advice. 

The first fire took hold in Carnation 
Street, East Mailing, at 4pm on 
Wednesday, November 17, after a female 
resident accidentally locked herself out of 
her home, leaving a pan on the hob. 

Firefighters were called to East Mailing 
once again at 6.45pm when a fire broke 
out at a property in Catlyn Close. 

This time a grill, which contained frying 
pans and cooking trays with a build-up of 
fat and old food stuff, had caught light. 

Larkfield crew manager Chris Phipps 
said: “The kitchen is central to many 


homes, but what most of us don’t realise is 
that this room can be one of the most dan¬ 
gerous places in the home. 

“The pan at the Carnation Crescent 
property had not quite boiled dry, but the 
outcome could have been much worse if 
we hadn’t gained access when we did.” 

He added: “Overheated chip pans, dirty 
ovens and grills, and unattended cooking 
are the main cause of cooking fires. 

“It takes a short space of time for a pan 
to overheat, or for a grill pan to set light to 
grease, fat or crumbs. 

“Thankfully no one was injured in these 
minor incidents but please follow our 
advice to keep safe in the kitchen.” 
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Lead thieves hit school 

METAL thieves left a primary school with a 
huge repair bill after ripping lead flashing 
from a classroom roof. 

The criminals struck at Burham Primary 
School late on Monday, November 15, taking 
lead worth thousands of pounds. 

Thieves also targeted the school between 
Friday, November 12 and Sunday, 14, and 
there have been three further incidents since 
Friday, October 22. 

Headteacher Michelle Grima said: “The 
thefts have caused a significant amount of 
damage. 

“Computers have been left with water 
damage and I do not know yet if they can be 
salvaged. I would urge anyone who may have 
information to contact the police.”

Elderly boosted by 
winter warmer 

WINTER fuel payments are being sent 
out to help residents with Christmas 
heating costs. 

Cash has been offered to more than 
23,000 households in Maidstone and 
233,000 across the county to date. 

Pensions minister Steve Webb said: 
“More than nine million households will 
benefit this winter to help with heating 
costs. This is on top of additional help 
through cold weather payments if tem¬ 
peratures plummet. 

“People should have the confidence to 
turn up the heating as winter hits.” 

Most households with someone bom 
on or before July 5, 1950, will receive 
£250 towards winter fuel bills. 
Households with someone aged 80 and 
over will get £400. 

Drink driver's car 
clipped the kerb 

TRAFFIC cops became suspicious when 
they saw a Honda Civic clip a kerb and 
narrowly miss three parked cars in the 
centre of Maidstone. 

When they stopped the vehicle, driver 
Apimmelki Kata, 45, reeked of alcohol and 
fell out of the car, county town magistrates 
were told. Kata, of Queen Street, 
Rochester, admitted being three and a half 
times over the drink-drive limit. 

Jenny Yale, prosecuting, said police also 
noticed all the windows in Kata’s car were 
open, even though it was raining. She said: 
“He staggered out and fell over. He was 
shocked to see he was so far over the limit.” 

The case was adjourned until December 
7 for probation reports.

A BRAVE paramedic who talked 
down a knife-wielding drunk has 
been commended for his actions. 

South East Coast Ambulance Service NHS 
Trust technician Simon Matthews came face-to- 
face with the distressed patient on an emergency 
callout in the county town in January. 

Simon, based at Maidstone ambulance station, 
realised the man had taken an overdose, coupled 
with a large quantity of alcohol, and needed to go 
to hospital for immediate treatment. 

The patient became agitated at the suggestion 
of going to hospital and took out a knife, which he 
threatened to use if he was forced to leave. 

Mr Matthews said: “He was clearly distressed 
and very aggressive. I spent about five minutes 
talking to him and building up tmst between us 
before taking the knife from him. 

“It was a very frightening experience, but when 
you are there dealing with it you’re on autopilot. 
If I’d walked away I don’t know what would have 
happened to him.” 

Mr Matthews was nominated by clinical opera¬ 
tions manager Paul Creasey, who said: “Simon 
was extremely brave and clearly put aside his 
own safety for the welfare of his patient.” 

The awards ceremony, held in Tunbridge Wells 
earlier this month, also recognised the dedication 
of staff who have been in the NHS for more than 
20 and 30 years, as well as employee of the year. 


SECAmb chief executive Paul Sutton said:

How long have you had connections with Kent? 


My grandparents lived here, and although 
I was an Army child and therefore lived in 
various places, we always maintained contact 
here.

There are far too many 
impediments to business growth and develop¬ 
ment, and frankly it would be tedious to tiy and 
list them all. This is where I have great hopes 
that a business-led LEP will be able to help.

What is the Chamber's attitude towards the EU? 


A One of the many effects of the changing econ¬ 
omy might well be a down-turn in domestic 
demand, and the EU represents a whole new 
market available to local business, which has, 
frankly, thus far been slow to exploit that poten¬ 
tial. Perhaps we have been concentrating too 
much on the market on our doorstep. A strong 
EU represents a strong market opportunity, and 
we should all work towards it.

Bangladesh trip to 
prove water works 

FUNDRAISER Paul Kidd will fly out to 
Bangladesh this weekend to see how the 
money he has collected is being spent.

PHOTOGRAPHY fan Brian Carr 
will come face to face with the 
former King of Hawaii after being 
handpicked to study a research MA. 

The long-standing Maidstone Museum volun¬ 
teer has been chosen by the De Montford 
University of Leicester to inspect 43 extremely 
rare Daguerreotype images. 

The valuable collection of early photographs 
dates back to 1851 and includes stills of the 
King of Hawaii, his wife and the royal 
entourage. 

Anticipation 

Brian, who took up photography at the age of 
14, said he cannot wait to get to grips with the 
collection. 

“Naturally, I’d read about Daguerreotypes, 
but actually holding one of these early images 
made the hairs on the back of my neck stand- 
up,” he said. 

“The thought went through my mind that I 
am in effect travelling back 150 years and here 
is a person looking back at me.

“This is something that I have never felt with 
any other process. To hold a one-off 
Daguerreotype is to hold a slice of time, frozen 
in perpetuity. 

“I’m extremely honoured to have unrestricted 
access to such a rare collection, and hope that I 
can do it justice in my MA.” 

Process 

The Daguerreotype photographs process was 
released worldwide in 1839 by French photog¬ 
rapher Louis Jacques Mande Daguerre. 

Each image is made directly onto copper 
plates coated in silver iodide and measures no 
more than about 25cms. 

Before Daguerre’s breakthrough, pictures 
would have been hand-painted miniatures at 
enormous cost. 

The Daguerreotype process brought images 
of loved ones down to a more affordable price 
and opened up the world of photography to 
many more people. 

Julius Brenchley, the third son of a wealthy

Maidstone brewer, being a man educated at 
Cambridge University and of scientific discov¬ 
ery, went on his explorations in 1851 to the 
Sandwich Islands (now known as Hawaii) and 
brought back images from the King of Hawaii’s 
Royal Court. 

Later he went on to the Great Salt Lake City, 
visited the plains Indians in America and 
brought back further images.

The World Championships was GB’s first 
encounter with the Canadian crew who had 
stayed away from the international circuit 
after not medalling in Beijing.

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Beware of kitchen's hidden 
dangers, firefighters urge 


TWO kitchen blazes broke out within hours 
of one another, prompting firefighters to 
issue safety advice to householders. 

The first fire took hold in Carnation 
Crescent, East Mailing, at about 4pm on 
Wednesday, last week. 

A resident accidentally locked herself out 
of her home, leaving a pan unattended on 
the hob. Firefighters were called to East 
Mailing again at 6.45pm, when a fire broke 
out at a property in Catlyn Close. 

This time a grill, which contained hying 
pans and cooking trays with a build-up of fat 
and old foodstuff, had caught alight. 

Larkfield crew manager Chris Phipps 
said: “The kitchen is central to many homes, 


but what most of us don’t realise is that this 
room can be one of the most dangerous. 

“Fortunately, the pan at Carnation 
Crescent had not quite boiled dry, but the 
outcome could have been much worse if we 
hadn’t gained access when we did.” 

He added: “Overheated oil in chip pans, 
dirty ovens and grills, along with unattended 
cooking, are the main causes of cooking fires. 

“It takes a very short time for a pan to 
overheat, or for a grill pan to set light to 
grease, fat or leftover crumbs. 

“Thankfully, no-one was injured in these 
incidents - but please follow our advice 
and help keep you and your family safe in 
the kitchen.”

Police concern over 
Green meeting place 

I am writing to express my concern 
and ask for your kind assistance as 
police are being notified of a 
number of large gatherings of 


young people on Bearsted Green, 
which appear to have been 
organised through social 
networking sites. 

Over the course of Halloween, 
police dealt with a number of 
incidents on the green involving 
young persons who were acting in 
an anti-social manner. 

Although, most of the children 
were fairly good-natured when 
spoken to by police and did 
arrange lifts home, a small 
minority had to be taken home 
after drinking alcohol to excess. 
Officers also seized and disposed 
of a large amount of alcohol. 

While we understand vulnerable 
young people need to be protected 
and therefore police are duty-bound 
to attend such gatherings, it does 
mean our valuable resources are 
unable to be deployed elsewhere in 
the meantime. In addition, while 
attending these gatherings some of 
these young people are putting 
themselves at risk through excess 
alcohol consumption, which in turn 
makes them more likely to be a 
victim of crime. 

I would be grateful if you could 
discuss with your child as to 
whether they are attending these 
gatherings and ensure they behave 
in a safe manner while out at night.

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Beginning of the end is bleak and 
two-dimensional for wizard Harry

AND so it begins - the final chap¬ 
ter of JK Rowling’s best-selling 
fantasy saga, which holds the hon¬ 
our of the highest-grossing film 
franchise of all time. 

Cleaved in two for creative and commercial 
reasons, Harry Potter and the Deathly 
Hallows follows the shocking events of Harry 
Potter And The Half-Blood Prince, with Harry 
(Daniel Radcliffe), Ron (Rupert Grint) and 
Hermione (Emma Watson) facing the renewed 
threat from Voldemort (Ralph Fiennes) and 
the Death Eaters. 

David Yates, who directed the sixth film, 
strikes an even darker, gloomier tone for his 
imagining of the seventh book, leavened with 
occasional flashes of humour such as when 
Mad-Eye Moody (Brendan Gleeson) warns his 
fellow wizards that the magical Polyjuice 
Potion tastes like something unsavoury a gob¬ 
lin might produce. 

Screenwriter Steve Kloves remains faithful 
to Rowling’s hefty tome, but is allowed brief 
moments of artistic licence. 

We see Harry and Hermione tenderly danc¬ 
ing together, and Voldemort preys upon Ron’s 
insecurities and jealousy by taunting him with 
a vision of a naked Harry and Hermione 
locked in a steamy embrace, their blushes 
spared by swirling tendrils of smoke. 

The third film is certificate 12A for a reason. 

Even more startling is a stylish animated 
sequence, that recounts The Tale Of The Three 
Brothers from Hermione’s copy of The Tales Of 
Beedle The Bard, which explains the meaning 
of the Deathly Hallows. 

The nefarious Lord Voldemort and his fol¬ 
lowers, including Bellatrix Lestrange (Helena 
Bonham Carter) and Lucius Malfoy (Jason 
Isaacs), continue to grow in power, threatening 
everything that Dumbledore (Michael 
Gambon) and his followers hold dear. 

With Hogwarts in disarray, Harry, Ron and 
Hermione embark on a perilous quest to find 


the mysterious Horcruxes and stop the forces 
of darkness taking over the wizarding world. 

Originally intended for release in 3D, Harry 
Potter And The Deathly Hallows: Part 1 will 
only screen in traditional 2D, after the techni¬ 
cal wizards at Warner Bros were unable to 
convert this first instalment to the eye-pop- 
ping format in time for the worldwide release. 

In some ways, it’s a blessing, because the 
film’s running time of 146 minutes would 
mean eye strain for younger audiences. 

That said, Part 2 will definitely screen in 3D, 
ensuring Harry, Ron and Hermione conclude 
their epic quest with a bang. 


Several sequences in David Yates’s film have 
clearly been designed with the format in mind, 
such as when Voldemort’s snake Nagini 
springs at the camera, fangs bared. 

Radcliffe’s limited acting range draws 
unwelcome attention and he is unable to con¬ 
vey the grief of his teenage hero. 

Meanwhile, Watson blossoms, capturing the 
heartbreak of a Mudblood who may lose every¬ 
thing, and Grint provides comic relief as well 
as mild sexual tension as Ron wrestles with 
his feelings for Hermione. 

Fiennes glowers behind his flawless make¬ 
up and Yates seamlessly melds visual effects 


and live action, not least with the re-introduc- 
tion of Dobby (voiced by Toby Jones). 

Part 1 concludes with good and evil evenly 
balanced, both sides having suffered losses in 
pursuit of ultimate victory. 

The release of Part 2 on July 15,2011, seems 
an agonisingly long way off.

footage of stags rutting, badgers 
grooming and birds bonking. This is 
an increasing tendency in TV these 
days. The cheapest way to make tele¬ 
vision is to get your viewers to send 
in the content. 

This is just one of my problems 
with the programme and its sister 
Springwatch. When it first started in 
2005 it was a good idea. The live ele¬ 
ment of watching the animals was 
something new and it did put a focus 
on British wildlife which is often neg¬ 
lected for the flashier critters of the 
African savannah or Amazonian 
rainforest. 

But five years later the novelty is 
wearing off. There’s only so many 
times watching a badger scratch its 
privates or wren chicks depositing 


their faecal sacks into their mother’s 
beak is appealing. 

They have also introduced another 
new presenter, Martin Hughes- 
Games. With his long, flowing locks 
and soft voice I suspect he has been 
brought in to be the eye candy for 
female viewers. 

Mr Hughes-Games is a very experi¬ 
enced natural history producer who 
has now made the move in front of 
the camera, but quite frankly his 
style just seems to reinforce the feel¬ 
ing that this programme is made 
more for the enjoyment of the people 
making it than its viewers. 

I suspect the fact that Mr Oddie 
and the other long-term presenter 
Simon King have left the programme 
is a sign that they could see the end is 
nigh. Rats can always be seen leaving 
a sinking ship. (Now that would be 
fascinating natural histoiy viewing.)

IT might be beach happy in 
the summer, but California 
also makes a fantastic ski¬ 
ing destination. 

As our eight-man gondola inched 
its way up the mountain, the neon- 
lit casinos, motels and wedding 
chapels lining the highway shrank 
to toytown proportions, before van¬ 
ishing entirely beneath a ridge. 

At last, Heavenly was living up to 
its name. We found ourselves in a 
hushed, Namia-esque world, with 
bear tracks criss-crossing the pine 
forest, branches creaking under lay¬ 
ers of snow and Lake Tahoe’s 
sparkling waters, far below, reflect¬ 
ing the peaks of the Sierra Nevada. 

Holidaying in Heavenly, on the 
south shore of Lake Tahoe, which 
straddles the California/Nevada 
border on America’s west coast, 
means wholeheartedly embracing 
the resort’s dual personality. 

By day, our group was 3,000 
metres above sea level, skiing on 
immaculately-groomed runs, revel¬ 
ling in spectacular views of the 
cobalt blue lake on the Californian 
side and the rusty expanse of 
Nevada’s desert on the other. 

After dark, having abandoned any 
notion of traditional, gluhwein- 
fuelled apres-ski, we joined the pun¬ 
ters trying their luck on the green 
baize tables in giant, Vegas-style 
casinos in Nevada. 

At Harrah’s, a casino-hotel with 
almost 5,000 square metres of gam¬ 
ing space, we watched Arthur Arty’ 
Hervey entertaining the highrollers, 
swingers and bachelor parties with 
a repertoire of hits, ranging from 
Frank Sinatra to Justin Timberlake. 


One alternative to the casinos is to 
join the stany-eyed couples on a sun¬ 
set dinner cruise aboard the Tahoe 
Queen, a paddleboat which steamed 
up and down the Mississippi in the 
early 20th century. 

On another afternoon, our group 
swapped skis and snowboards for 
snowmobiles. 

We roared along zig-zag trails, 
through forests of towering pines 
and aspens, to the top of the moun¬ 
tain to find such picture-perfect 
views of the lake that I half expect¬ 
ed a stagehand to appear and start 
raising the backdrop. 

Our ski instructor, Pat, warned us 
about Tahoe’s abundant black bear 
population, and has caught several 
sifting through his rubbish bins. The 
backcountry is also home to chip¬ 
munks, racoons, bobcats and moun¬ 
tain lions. 


But hopes of spotting some of the 
local wildlife were dashed by the 
combined din of revving Yamaha 
engines and shrieks as our group 
grappled with unfamiliar steering 
and brakes. 

Tahoe, the Native American word 
for big water, is the world’s second 
biggest Alpine lake after Titicaca, 
and one of America’s most popular 
skiing areas. 

Bought in 2002 by Vail Resorts, 
which also owns four ski areas in 
Colorado, Heavenly is the largest of 
seven resorts dotted around the 
lake, attracting around a million ski 
and board visitors each year. 

Its proximity to hubs like San 
Francisco in California and Reno in 
Nevada make the resort a huge hit 
with day-trippers and weekenders, 
as well as inter-state and long-haul 
visitors.

It starts at just £16,195, yet brings alloys, air 
con, Bluetooth and iPod/USB connectivity, 
heated front and rear seats and door mirrors, 
leather steering wheel and gear knob and 
reverse parking sensors as standard, plus five 
years’ roadside assistance and Hyundai’s 
usual five-year/unlimited miles warranty. 

But that keen entry price only buys you the 
front-wheel drive 1.6-litre petrol model - most 
buyers want the front-wheel drive diesels 
(from £17,395), though there is still demand 
for the full 4x4 2.0-litre diesel versions from 
£19,995, as tested here. 

This engine pulls well and feels incredibly 
refined and, though it is now a well-worn 
cliche, you really would be hard-pressed to tell

whether it was actually a petrol unit. It is also 
incredibly clean, with emissions attracting a 
road tax of just £90 a year. 

The engine works well in 4x4 format too; 
worth a relatively paltry extra £1,000 against 
an equivalent front-wheel drive version, and a 
bargain here in flagship Premium form, bring¬ 
ing full-length panoramic glass sunroof, lots of 
interior chrome, cruise control, dual zone cli¬ 
mate control, part-leather upholstery, smart 
roof rails and loads more. 

The 4x4’s fuel and tyre consumption cannot 
possibly be as good as that for a front-driven 
version; official figures show that fuel con¬ 
sumption drops less than two mpg for the 4x4, 
but most drivers will exploit the extra grip and 
its partnership with a well-sorted chassis that 
shows what a clunker the Tucson was. 

The cabin is well finished, though hardly 
earth-shattering in design, while the roomi¬ 
ness and boot capacity are impressive, and the 
flat rear footwell makes it a comfortable five- 
seater. 

Chuck in that copper-bottom warranty and 
it’s a no-brainer but for the branding, though 
badge snobbery is fast waning in these more 
realistic times.. .we hope.

Landlords advised on 
how to beat squatters 

THE latest plans to give landlords infor¬ 
mation on combating squatters has been 
praised by an industry expert. 

Paul Shamplina, founder of Landlord 
Action, said that housing minister Grant 
Shapps’s plans were “encouraging” as 
they were taking a “proactive approach” 
to helping property-owners deal with 
illegal dwellers. 

“We have also recently seen the stereo¬ 
typical image of squatters brought into 
question. 

“There has been an increase in squat¬ 
ting by young professionals who claim 
they cannot afford to rent, let alone buy 
a property, especially with the sharp 
rises in rent that we have seen of late,” 
said Mr Shamplina. 

He went on to say that landlords 
should ensure void periods were min¬ 
imised and the property did not appear 
to be unoccupied, while reducing the 
ease of access to a home was also an 
important step. 

In the new legal guide, homeowners 
were told that “the law is on their side”. 

Warning to tenants 
over cheap rent scams 

TENANTS should beware fraudsters 
who advertise properties at a cheap rent 
but then disappear with the deposits 
paid. 

The thieves use websites and genuine 
letting-agency photographs copied from 
the internet to dupe people into putting 
down payments of thousands of pounds. 

The property ombudsman has received 
5,000 complaints so far this year, while 
the National Fraud Intelligence Bureau 
issued an alert last month after receiv¬ 
ing 95 complaints, up to 50 of which were 
in London. 

Housing charity Shelter believes such 
fraud is more widespread than previous¬ 
ly thought, particularly in London, 
where a buoyant lettings market and 
shortage of properties has seen rents 
rise by 20 per cent in the last year.

Buy-to-let market up as 
more seek to rent homes

THE recovery of the buy-to-let 
market continued in the third 
quarter, according to recent figures 
which say it has been boosted by 
strong demand for rental property 

A total of £2.8 billion was advanced to 
investment landlords in the three months to 
the end of September. 

This represents 33 per cent more than dur¬ 
ing the same period of 2009 and the highest 
level since the final quarter of 2008, according 
to the Council of Mortgage Lenders (CML). 

The buy-to-let market was hit hard by the 
original credit crunch and the recession, with 
many lenders withdrawing completely as they 
struggled to raise funds to lend. 

Lending levels hit a low of £1.9 billion in the 
second quarter of 2009, but advances have 
been gradually moving upwards since then, as 
the market has recovered. 

Despite the recent improvement, lending 
levels remain only a fraction of the record 
£12.4 billion advanced to buy-to-let investors 
during the third quarters of both 2006 and 
2007. 

The CML said the rise in lending during the 
third quarter, which was 12 per cent up on the 
previous three months, was driven by strong 
demand for rental property as many first-time 
buyers struggled to get the mortgages they 
needed to buy their own home. 

Michael Coogan, director general of the 
CML, said: “We would expect buy-to-let 
demand to pick up further if current rising 
rental trends continue and house prices 
remain broadly stable. 


“However, there is short-term uncertainty as 
a result of the unresolved debate on housing 
benefit and landlords’ response to new limits. 

“The bigger question is whether there will be 
sufficient supply side capacity to meet that 
demand, as the number of buy-to-let lenders 
dwindled in the credit crunch after 2007 and is 
yet to be fully restored.” 

Nigel Terrington, chief executive of buy-to- 
let lender Paragon, said the figures were 
“encouraging” and reflected higher confidence 


among landlords and lenders in the market. 

“Although we are still a long way from nor¬ 
mal market conditions and lending is low by 
historical standards, the market is heading in 
the right direction,” he said. 

Further figures revealing a stagnant mort¬ 
gage market in September underlined the 
soaring demand for scarce rental properties. 

There were 50,000 loans for house purchase, 
unchanged on August, although the value of 
loans fell by £200 million. 


First-time buyers back on the scene 


PROPERTY website Rightmove 
has suggested that first-time buy¬ 
ers (FTBs) are returning to the 
housing market. 

According to a report by the 
property website, which ques¬ 
tioned 25,584 potential buyers 
last month, first-time buyers are 
being encouraged by falls in house 
prices. 

It found that some 33 per cent of 
FTBs expect the cost of property 
to be lower this time next year, up 
from just 20 per cent in the previ¬ 
ous three months. 

Meanwhile, just over a quarter 


of FTBs hope to purchase their 
first home in the next 12 months 
- up from 22 per cent in July, said 
Rightmove. 

FTBs are key to the housing 
market and a shortage of them 
has meant a full recovery has yet 
to be seen. 

They still need a hefty deposit of 
at least 25 per cent to secure a 
mortgage, according to figures, 
and this is why the numbers have 
been dwindling. 

Finally, the survey also found 
that more than half of FTBs are 
aged between 25 and 34.

Stones make stadium progress

MAIDSTONE United are edging 
closer to confirming their revised 
plan for the club’s proposed new 
stadium at James Whatman Way. 

The Ryman Premier League club have been 
striving to move back to the county town ever 
since the Stones reformed in 1992, and it 
appears they are now close to taking another 
small step nearer to ending their exile. 

United have been planning to build a new 
ground on the James Whatman Way site ever 
since planning permission was granted by 
Maidstone Borough Council in 2004. 

The original plan was for a 3,000-capacity 
stadium, expected to cost £800,000, but this has 
since been revised after the takeover by 
Maidstone businessman Terry Casey and 
property developer Oliver Ash last month. 

Stones chief executive Bill Williams says the 
club are due to receive a set of costs for the

proposed changes to the ground by next week. 

Once these arrive the club will be close to 
confirming their new plan of action. 

Williams said: “We’ve been through all the 
discussion regarding the changes to the 
stadium and are just waiting for the pricing 
and cost of the site changes to come back to us. 

“We should be receiving these in a week’s 
time. We haven’t made too many changes, but 


we have been asking, ‘what can you get for your 
money?’ 

“One example is that we were going to have 
concrete terracing at one end of the ground and 
have found we can get the same thing for a fifth 
of the price all done in steel. It looks just the 
same, but we have got to look a bit deeper.” 

Williams and Casey also met with Dover 
Athletic chairman Jim Parmenter last week to 
seek advice on ideas for the new ground. 

He said: “It was very helpful. Jim is old friend 
of mine and we went down there to have a look 
at a couple of things he’s done, which included 
the new supporters’ area they have built. 

“He showed us how he set about it and how 
he was able to save money.” 

Maidstone’s owners have been in charge for 
just over a month and Williams says he is 
pleased with what they have achieved so far in 
stabilising the club financially. 

He said: “Progress has been excellent, really. 
We have achieved most of our targets and the 
whole idea of the first month was to stabilise 
the club. The mortgage has been secured, the 
loan to the council has been repaid and we are 
gradually paying off creditors as each week 
goes by. It’s going well.”

Lashings set for further 
Zulqamain contract talks

LASHINGS will hold more talks 
with exiled Pakistan cricketer 
Zulqarnain Haider next month 
after making contact on Monday. 

David Folb, chairman of the Maidstone- 
based club, spoke with the 24-year-old over the 
phone with a view to offering a contract. 

The prospect of a deal remains up in the air, 
with no agreement reached before Folb flew to 
Abu Dhabi on Monday night. Instead both 
parties have agreed to meet shortly after his 
expected return, on December 3. 

Zulqamain fled to the UK earlier this month 
after claiming he had been threatened by an 
alleged match-fixing ring. 

Refuge 

The club have a track record of signing 
players in search of refuge, with Rashid 
Latif and Henry Olonga joining in similar 
circumstances. 

Lashings quickly went public to state they 
were attempting to contact him, which was 
widely reported around the world, but speaking 
before Monday’s talks Folb insisted the move 
was only motivated in the player’s interest. 

He said: “Obviously he’s over here in hiding 
like Henry Olonga was, we helped him out and 
this just seemed the right thing to do. I’m not 
sure we are bothered about the publicity. Years 
ago I think that might have been the case, but 


it doesn’t affect us. We won’t get any more 
bookings out of it. 

“I don’t think the ethos of the club has 
changed. We go around and the players enjoy 
what we do. We try where we possibly can to 
have guys with a good image. This sounds like 
a similar case to Henry. 

“We are standing for eveiything that’s good 
in cricket. We are tiying to teach an example to 
others and until this match fixing business is 
stamped out it will be a scourge on the game.” 

The affair broke after Zulqamain, who made 
his Test debut against England last summer, 


claimed he and his family had received death 
threats following his refusal to throw 
Pakistan’s fourth One-Day International with 
South Africa in Dubai. 

Since claiming asylum he has been subjected 
to a barrage of criticism from former Pakistan 
internationals, including the 1992 World Cup 
winning captain Imran Khan and former Kent 
all-rounder Asif Iqbal. 

There has been support from some, if not all, 
Pakistan fans and from Latif, an outspoken 
critic of match-fixing who was also ostracised 
by the Pakistan cricket establishment.
